The top of the 
bill has been planed down and the 
shale of which it is composed is be­ 
ing used in making some very deep

feet above its former level. It is be­ 
ing carefully ditched along the sides 
and the work done will be permanent. 
As stated before this shale is unusu­ 
al! yfine road m aterial and being dis­ 
tributed along a 
considerable 
dis­ 
tance will transform one of the worst 
stretches of road in the county into 
one of the very best. Dan Sarrett, 
who is in charge of that portion of 
the work, said he would have a large 
force with him ‘Friday 
and 
would 
make still more of a showing. 
Of course all the work needed on 
that road cannot be done this year 
with the limited means at command, 
but it has wrought a wonderful im­ 
provement and being once started will 
he continued from year to year until 
it will be like a turn pike of the old­ 
er state, and serve as a model for 
other roads in this county. The most 
impressive feature about it is the fact 
that everything being done is of a 
permanent nature and will not need 
to be done over in three or four 
months.
